. 1* During all the ages since "the 


laboring earth disgorged it bare to 
'sun and storm," time has produced 
no appreciable change in the face 
.of Stone Mountain. Situated six- 
jteen miles east of Atlanta, in De 
jKalb County, Georgia, Jt Is as its 
name implies, literally a mountain 
/of stone. The largest solid body of 
granite In the world, it is 5,000 feet 
(long, seven miles around the base, 
land a mile to the summit up its 


j. sloping side. 
Its foundations un- 


^derlie almost half the state of 
,J Georgia, and Its substrata have 
j been encountered 250 miles distant. 
,It is across this mammoth page of 


I granite that Eorglum is engraving 
a perpetual and indestructible trib- 
ute to the men and women who 
ifought and suffered for the ideal 
for which the Confederacy strove. 


When in 1915 Borglum was in- 


vited by the United. Daughters of

naming its 'five most distinguished 
generals. 


It Is Mr. Borglum's plan to dis-

Depth of the figures will vary 


according to size. For Instance, 
the figure of General Lee, at Its 
shallowest point.

Removal of 


the granite around the figures 
painted upon the face of the moun- 
tain is a' straight quarrying job, 
but one _of unparalleled difliculties. 
'The quarrymen must take their 
stone out of the perpendicular 
precipice while suspended in slings 
from the summit. 
No explosives ' 


can be used, for fear of mutilating 
portions of the figures. The work 
must be done with the utmost pre- 
cision, for once damaged, the ma- 
terial out of which the figures are 
being carved could never be re- 
placed. 


Since Memorial Hall is to be im- 


mediately below the central group, 
It will not be possible to begin its 
excavation until the seven mem 
bers of the high command have 
been completed. At the present 
time there is a continual cascade 
of granite down the face of the 
mountain across' the very frontage 
where the incisions for' Memorial 
Hall are to be made.

Thirteen incisions will be made

Rapid Enrollment 


Ten thousand children In all 


parts of the United States and In 
foreign countries have enrolled in 
the last sixty days, and the roll Is 
gaining momentum in an astonish- 
ing, manner.

to such enrollment each child will 
receive a little bronze medal de- 
signed by Gutzon Borglum and a 
certificate- showing the pagp and 
line number of the entry of his or 
her name.

Herculean Engineering Tssk 


Actual work on the vast memo- 


rial was started June IS, 1923. 


Little has been said here about 


the herculean engineering feature 
of the creation or the memorial, 
for this is a long story ta itself. It 
is conceivable aud possible that 
the work could have been'done by 
suspending men from the summit 
of the mountain by steel cables, 
but such a method would have pro- 
longed the work beyond tae sculp- 
tor's lifetime. 
Therafcrs, hoisting 


machinery of unique Construction- 
and gisantic dimensions -x-as do-: 
signed to expedite the work and 
make possib-e its completion in s!*- 
to seven years. 
This machinery 


was designed by a. group o£ distin- 
guished engineers whose interest 
in the Mernoriil was enlisted by 
Lester P. Barlow, a brir.ia.nt young 
engineer and inventor, of Cleve- 
land, who has been a personal 
friend of Eorglum for many yesrs.
